‘‘No plants should be watered when 
the sun is shining upon them.” This 
old saying is true, because it is excep- 
tional in nature, rather than the rule, 
the evils being that the wetting of the. 
foliage when the sun is powerful 
leaves drops or wet places on the 
leaves, which being heated by the 
sun's rays, cause the leaves to spot or 
blister, and this more particularly 
when the air is calm and the water 
not dispersed by the movements of the 
wind. Further than this its influence 
upon the plant are not good, as when 
the sun is powerful the leaves are 
evaporating or exhaling, and the shock 
to this process by the dashing over 
them of cold water is anything but 
salutary, as by analogy we may 
glean from the serious effects of a cold 
shower on the human body whilst per- 
spiring freely. Let it be remembered 
that it is impossible to make the leaves 
inhale when Nature causes thein to 
exhale; hence, the watering of plants 
overhead when the sun’s rays are 
powerful is aburd; and as for water- 
ing the ground during the middle of 
the day, it is like pouring it on a hot 
plate, so that it may the sooner be 
evaporated, and every appearance of 
its use be the more speedily obliter- 
ated.

the general officers are included the 
Serda Ekrem, or Commander-in-Chief, 
an appointment which is only made 


when an army is in the field; Mushir, 


or Field Marshal; the Ferik or Lieu- 
tenant General; and the Bivia, or Ma- 
jor General. All officers of any of 
these ranks also bear the title of 
Pasha. The field officers are the Miri 
Aljax, or Colonel; the Kaimakan, or 
Lieutenant Colonel—both with the ti- 
tle of Bey; the Alaj Emini, or Major, 
and the Bim Bachi, or Batallion Com- 
mander. The regimental officers are 
the Kolagasi, or Vice Major; the Suz 
Bachi, or Company Commander; the 
Mulazimi Zani, or Second Lieutenant.

Cattle Thieves, 


An Exciting Chase After Three of the 
Border Ruffians. : 


This spring one hundred head of 
cattle were stolen from the. range 
near the Three Forks of the Owyhee. 
They belonged to stockmen in North- 


jern Humboldt, who did not notice 


that their herds had been reduced by 
theft until informed of the fact by a 
messenger from Cornucopia. The 
thieves drove the cattle to Salmon 
river, a stream that empties ‘into 
Snake river in Eastern Idaho, and 
disposed of 85 head of’ them to a 
stockman named Herrill for $1,000. 
After the consummation of the sale, 
it was suspected that the sellers were 
thieves and they were arrested, but 
there being no proof of their guilt 
they were discharged. A man from 
Cornucopia who knew the brands in- 
formed the owners of the disposition 
made of them, and they started in 
pursuit of the thieves. J.C. Brown, 
of Oregon ranch, who was one of the 
pursuing party informs us of the par- 
ticulars of the chase. He and John 
Vance went to Wells station on the 
ears. There they took horses and 
started to Salmon river, where they 
were informed the thieves were stop- 
ping. They rode nearly 200 miles in 
three days and came upon the thieves 
early in the morning as they were 
leaving camp. Brown and Vance 
called upon them to surrender, but 
this demand had the opposite effect 
from what it was intended for, and 
only incited the thieves to spur their 
horses into a livelier run. Guns were 
then brought into requisition and five 
shots were fired at the runaways, who 
having the advantage of fresh horses, 
were widening the distance between 
them and thelr pursuers rapidly. As 
far as is known nothing resulted from 
the shooting except the killing of a 
horse which fell dead under its rider a 
half a mile from the scene of the ac- 
tion, and after the pursuer whose 
horses were tired out had given up 
the chase. All the stolen cattle were 
recovered, but the thieves escaped. -—

A Sad and Fatal Accident. 


[From the Modoc Independent, July 14.] 

About 6 o’clock last Tuesday after- 
noon our citizens were shocked by the 
news that Daly Thomas, a young man 
who has been living here for the past 
three years, had been killed in the 
hotel, at this place. The first report 
was that he had killed himself, but it 
subsequently turned out that he was 
accidentally killed by an estimable 
young lady. The Coroner being ab- 
sent, the body was taken in charge by 
Justice McKay, who immediately had 
a jury summoned, and at the inquisi- 
tion held on Wednesday, the following 
facts were revealed by the three wit- 
nesses, viz: Wm. Fitzhue, Mrs, W. J. 
Combs and Miss Emma Howard, who 
told substantially the same story. It 
appears that* deceased, Wm. Fitzhue 
and Miss Howard were in the kitchen 
at the Comb’s Lotel engaged in: good- 
natured conversation; and Mrs, Combs 
standing in the doorway looking on. 
Deceased took from his pocket asmall 
four-shooting pistol and exhibited to 
those standing by. Miss Howard, nat 
knewing that the pistol was loaded, 
asked permission to examine it. De- 
ceased handed it to her, hand!e first, 
with the muzzle pointing toward him- 
self. Miss Howard attempted to raise 
the hammer, and in doing so her 
thumb slipped, and the pistol was dis- 
charged, the ball striking Thomas in 
the left breast, passing through the 
sternum and it is supposed into the 
right lung. . 

The jury after hearing the evidence 
rendered the following verdict: “We, 
the undersigned, find that deceased 
was vamed Michael Daly Thomas, 
aged about twenty-one years, and that 
his death was caused by the accidental 
discharge of a pistol in the hands of 
Emma Howard.” 

After receiving the wound, deceased 
walked iaoto the dining-room where 
several men were eating supper, and 
told them he was shot, and then walk- 
ed back through the kitchen into a 
bed room, and threw himself on a bed 
and in less than ten minutes breathed 
his last. 

Deceased was a son of H: L. Thomas, 
formerly District Attorney of this 
county. Although inclined to be 
rather fast, he had. many good quali- 
ties, and had a large number of warm 
friends here who deeply regret his un- 
timely death. No blame is attached 
to Miss Howard, as the killing-was 
purely accidental, and she was entire- 
ly ignorant of the fact that the pistol 
was loaded when she took it from the 
deceased's hand. As stated above the 
pistol is a four-shooter, carrying a cart- 
ridge about the size of a pea. ‘The 
bullet grazed the first finger of Miss 
Howard's left hand cutting it nearly 


to the bone, but she did not discover }- 


until some five minutes afterward that 
she was hurt, and is unable as yet to 
account. for the manner in which she 
was hurt.

Forty Acres of Alfalfa. 
The editor of the Courier-Californian 
recently obtained from Hon. W. Can- 
field, who resides a few miles from 


Bakersfield, the following atatement of | 


the product of forty aeres of this, 
peculiar kind of grass, two years old: 


After cutting the first crop, about 
the first of May, from which he ob- 
tained 100 tons of hay, he allowed the 
second crop of grass to ripen, and in 
July threshed six tons ot seed from the 
crop. For six weeks ‘thereafter he 
pastured sixty head of. cattle on the 
field, and sold. the pasturage of the 
field and the hay for $1,100. The seed 
was’of the finest quality, and brought 
twenty cents per pound. The hay was 
sold in the stack, without any cost of 
removal. The hay alone would have 
brought $1,500, three weeks after it 
was sold.

The cost of cutting, threshing and 
stacking the hay was something less 
than $500, leaving a net profit of 
$3,225, or $80 per acre. Had the re- 
sult been accomplished in a season 
like this, when prices are high, it 
would not have been remarkable, but 
for the result of an ordinary year it is 
a fair test of the legitimate value of 
the product of forty acres of the land 
of the Kern river valley. No water 
was put on the seed crop, and the land 
was irrigated but once, and that after 
the seed was taken off. Mr. Canfield 
says there was nothing extraordinary 
about the yield of seed: It was poorly 
cleaned in threshing, and a great deal 
was wasted; besides, a dozen horses 
had been staked on the grass fora 
long time. He attributes his good 
yield of seed’ and its quality to the 
to the fact that no water was put on 
the land till after the seed had ripened 
and was removed.

Sandy soil of fair quality will yield 
from 1,200 to 1,500 bushels to the 
acre, of this growth there is positively 
no waste. The stalks grow from seven 
to ten feet in hight, and if cured dur- 
ing the summer make fodder of un- 
usually nutritious properties, and 
yielding from five to six tons per acre. 
Cattle prefer these tops to many other 
kinds of feed. The tubers remain- 
ing in the ground after the stocks 
have been cut and cured will keep 
more swine per acre than any other 
crop that can be raised. The hogs 
save the grower all expense of har- 
vesting, as they themselves perform 
One planting is quite 
sufficient for this vegetable as its 
growth is spontaneous after the first 
planting, it’ only being necessary to 
the production of a good crop after 
the first year to plow and level the 
land. No farmer should be withont a 
few acres of this valuable tuber.

out of doors (never the case in cheap 
showy houses)... The air of the whole

bles in the cellar as is the practice in 
farm houses during the Winter. The 
lining of stone» or cement not only 
‘prevents dampness but is absolutely 
necessary in streets through which the 
sewers pass, as a protection from rats. 
Terriers, ferrets, traps or poison are 
feeble defenses against the legions 
which swarm in nightly from a neigh- 
boring culvert. Next to the cellar 
comes the kitchen, which should be 
large, airy and sunny. To take no 
higher ground, conveniences in this 
department are a politic investment 
which pay a full interest of capital, es- 
pecially to the housekeeper who does 
not live ina large city. Stationary 
tubs, closets beneath the dressers for 
flour, dry groceries, spices, ete., will 
be likely to tempt into her household 
a better class of servants, and when 
she is forced to tura cook and baker 
herself, will take half the burden from 
her weary hands.. An addition to 
comfort much neglected by builders is 
the lighting of stairways, closets, and 
pantries. We have in our mind's 
eye a modest little house, in a closely 
built neighborhood of dark dwellings, 
which gives you a sunny, cheerful 
welcome in every corner; a result pro- 
duced not only by windows wherever 
a window is practicable, but by a sky- 
light of plate glass which sends down 
sunshine through the three floors of 
closets, halls and pantries. A mistake 
made also, which resolves itself into a 
question of humanity, is the placing 
the servant's chamber on the top of 
the house, be that three or seven sto- 
riesabove the kitchen. Passing along 
the city street at night one cannot 
look up at the dim lights burning in 
these far sky attics without a groan of 
compassion for the wearied wretches 
dragying themselves to their beds up 
yonder after the day’s hard labor. —

Board ef Pardons.—Orphan’s Home.— 
Scraps. 

Friday, July 13, we stepped aboard 
the lightning express and was soon inthe 
capital. The Board of Pardons was to 
meet, and of course several lawyers 
and friends of a number of unfortunate 
ones in the State Prison were on hand 
with their prayers for the pardon of 
those who had nearly served out their 
time- | 

Shortly after 10 o'clock, when all 
the members of the Board, viz, Gov- 
ernor Bradley, Attorney-General Kit- 
trell and the three Justices of the 
Supreme Court, Hawley, Beatty and 
Leonard, met in the Governor’s cham- 
bers. Without formality the Governor 
said: “Well, gentlemen, if you are 
ready we will, proceed to business. 
What case shall first be heard ?” Upon 
the request of attorney C. 8. Varian 
the joint petition of Messrs. Buckner 
and McComas, for the pardon of Hiram 
McComas and J. B. Buckner, was most 
ably presented by Judge Varian. We 
all left be room for a few minutes, 
while the august body deliberated and 
voted as to whether the two young 
men should remain in prison or go as 
free men where they choose. The 
verdict was for liberty. Similar results 
were obtained in the cases of J. D. 
Bean and J. E. Chapman. 

The petition for the pardon of Mc- 
Comas and Buckner is one that we are 
familiar with, and relates to a most 
interesting case. These two young 
men are of the very best connections, 
but gettiug far away from home, and 
yielding to the temptations by which 
they were daily surrounded, they fell 
into the meshes of the evil one, and 
committed an act which they deeply 
regretted and ‘in probability would 
never have committed had not one 
who was older, and many other pal- 
iating circumstances connected with 
the crime, led them in an evil hour to 
its commission. Inthe Fall of 1873, 
Eady, Buckner and McComas robbed 
a stage in Humboldt county, Nevada. 
Eady, who planned the affair, was ap- 
prehended and turned State’s evidence. 
Mr. R. McComas, brother of Hiram, 
went to Winnemucca, found out how 
the case stood, and advised both to plead 
guilty, which they did. Judge Leon- 
ard sentenced them in ’73 to five years 
in the State Prison; hence at the 
time of their pardon their sentence 
had nearly expired. Buckner was 21 
and McComas 23 when they robbed 
the stage. The amount obtained was 
about $25 in money and two watches, 
all of which property was restored. 
Mr. Rush McComas has paid four vis- 
its to this State in behalf of his brother 
and young Buckner. The relatives of 
both parties, men and women of the 
highest standing in the communities 
in which they reside, have used every 
honorable means and spared no ex- 
pense to secure the pardon of those 
who had erred yet are loved. It is 
to be trusted that both young men 
will appreciate the unceasing efforts of 
their relatives for their liberation, and 


directing their feet into. the path of 


rectitude, pursue an honorable course 
to the end of their days. 

On our return from the prison we 
stepped into the Orphans’ Home to 
see the little ones and note the many 
provisions made by the State for her 
parentless children. Sixty-nine boys 
and girls here find a most comfortable 
home. 
average age is about 10. Friday was 
the last day, and the little ones sang 
several beautiful songs, made speeches 
and otherwise entertained us. What 
was particularly noticeable was the 
homelike appearance of the school. 
The children looked upon Mrs. 
Webb and their accomplished 
teacher, Miss 8S. E. Patten, as 
-a@ mother and_ elder = sister.— 
All seemed contented, and well they 
might be for they are well supplied 
with everything which could contrib- 
ute to their comfort. Mr. and Mrs. 
Webb are happily suited to their work 
and are rendering an invaluable ser- 
uice to the State and to those under 
their charge. Miss A. Lathrop ably 
seconds the efforts of Mrs. Webb. 
The new . $3000 addition will soon be 
completed, when the hopefuls will 
will have most ample accommodations.

The Nevada State Agricultural Min- 
ing and Mechanical Society was in- 
tended as the vehicle for a vearly 
exhibition of Nevada’s wealth. Qur 
farmers and steck-raisers have respond- 
ed freely, and we have been astonished 
at the variety and quality of the pro- 
duce which springs from the sage- 
brush soil -ef, Nevada. But there is 
another department—that of mining— 
which has thus far been entirely neg- 
lected. Nevada has the richest mining 
regions in the world. Almost every 
combination krown to the mineralo- 
gist has been discovered within our 
borders. The Society proposes, with 
the aid of the miners and prospectors, 
to collect suitable specimens of these 
forms from the different districts, and 
exhibit to enquiriag scientists and cap- 
italists who may come to our fair. 
This project.ean be carried out almost 
without trouble. The display of metals 
thus acquired would not have a rival 
in the world, and would serve us in 
many ways through an annual exhibi- 
tion. The movemeat may be carried 
further in time and be made the basis 
for scientific inquiry. But the advisa 
bility and feasibility of exhibiting 
each year a magnificent cabinet which 
shall give an idea of our mineral 
wealth is certainly self evident.

ACCIDENTS ON ENGLISH RAILROADS. 
—The number of persons killed and 
injured on railways in the Uvited 
Kingdom iu the first three months of 
the present year, as reported to the 
Board of Trade, were, according to 
the figures given in the official return, 
just issued, 1,134, of whom 268 were 
killed and 866 injured. These casu- 
alities are classed as follows: From 
accident to trains, rolling stock, per- 
manent way, etc., 5 passengers were 
killed and 155 injured; 3 servants of 
companies or contractors were also 
killed by this Class of aceidentsy and 
85 injured. By accidents arising from 
other causes 25 passengers and 139 
servants were killed, and 147 passen- 
gers and 470 servants injured; 11 per- 
sons were killed and 7 injared while 
passing over railways at level cross- 
ings; 72 trespassers (including sui- 
cides) were killed and 30 injured, and 
of other persons not coming in above 
classification. 48, were’ ‘kilied and 22 
injured. These deaths and injuries 
are exclusive of 9 persons killed and 
439 injured during the same _ period 
upon tha premises of railway com- 
panies by ,aceidefits in which “the 
movement of veliicles used exclusively 
upon railways was not concerned.” 
The number of accidents to the ser- 
vants of the companies and the con- 
tractors willjas usual, attract atten- 
tion, and some idea-of the frightful 
nature of *these accidents may be 
formed by glancing at a table printed 
with the return, in which the injuries 
received by.thesé unfortunate, persons 
- classified “tas far as practicable.”

Mr. Whitman failed to cure 
the Indians of the measles and as they 
had unlimited faith in the skill of 
their medicine men, but not much 
confidence in their morality, they re- 
garded Mr. Whitman's failure as in- 
tentional and malicious. In the Ore- 
gon Indian war they were friendly to 
the whites. In 1857 they had fifty 
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manifested a disposition to acquire the 
arts of civilized life. A treaty was 
made with the tribe in 1854, but a 
portion of the tribe refused to recog- 
nize it, and never went on the reser- 
vation, which iricludes the best land 


able area in northeastern Oregon, the 
two containing nineteen hundred and 
twenty-five square miles, and in 1874 
there were nineteen hundred Indians 
on the reservation and on small farms 
near by, and there were nine hundred 
more Nez Perces in the WaHowa Val- 
ley in eastern Oregon. The Presby- 
terians had moved the mission, and 
the Indians had eighteen hundred 
acres under cultivation, and horses 
and cattle valued at $136,250..

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RAILROAD PROPERTY VALUATION.— 
The official report of the internal com- 
merce of the United States for the fis- 
cal year ended June 30, 1877, | states 
that the Government subsidy, inelud- 
ing land grants to aid in the construc- 
tion of corporation railways, foots up 
a grand aggregate of $144,000,000. 
This, of course, _ 8 not include inter- 
est paid by the United States on its 
own loan bonds. The amount ($144,- 
000,000) is stated as 3 per cent only 
of the entire cost of the railways in 
the Union. If this statement is cor- 
rect, it would place the whole cost at 
$4,800,060,000. As, by Poor's Rail- 
way Manual, there were 76,000 miles 
of railway in the country completed 
and in operation at the close of 1876, 
we easily reach the average cost per 
mile, which is $63,158. If all these 
miles of railway’ in operation ‘could, 
like property of private citizens, be 
reached for State ond county taxes at 
but one-half its cash valuation, and at

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SANITARY INFLUENCE OF TREES.— 
The value of trees, In a- sanitary point 
of view, in large and over-crowded 
cities, can scarcely be over-estimated, 
Apart from the sense of relief and cool- 
ness which they impart, their influence 
as purifiers of the atmosphere is al- 
most incredible. It has been calcula- 
ted that a good-sized elm, plane or 
lime tree will produce 700,000 leaves, 
having a united area of 200,000 square 
feet. The competent authority above 
quoted proceeds to show that not only 
do the leaves absorb deleterious gases, 
but they exhale oxygen. They must, 
therefore, be of immense benefit in 
over-crowded and unhealthy districts. 
When to that it is added that trees 
modify temperature, promoting cool- 
ness in summer and warmth in winter: 
also that they purify the soil below as 
well as the atmosphere above, we have 
a very powerfnl sanitary argument for 
tree planting. 
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| THe [NpraAN SumMeER.—M. Lamey, 
a French savant, has started a novel 
theory to account for the abnormal 
‘rise of temperature in the early part 
of November, known here as the In- 
dian Summer, and in Europe as_ St. 
Martin's Summer. The phenomenon 
appears to be general throughout the 
‘northern hemisphere. M. Lamey 
‘argues that it can hardly have its 
origin either in the sun’s or the earth’s 
atmosphere, and suggests that it may 
be due to meteors which produce first 
a sudden fall of temperature by cut- 
ting off the sun's rays, and then’ an 
abnormal rise resulting from the re- 
flection of the sun’s heat, by the me- 
|teor-swarm. The fact that the Novem- 
| ber meteors usually oceur about the 
‘time of St. Martin’s’ Summer gives 
some little plausibuity to the theory, 
but that is not clear that the meteors 
do actually pass between us and. the 
sun in such a way as to produce any 
sensible effect upon temperature.

Secretary Schurz’s Methods. 


Secretary Schurz has added a rule 
to the regulations concerning the civil 
service which he finds of great prac- 
tical importance: It provides that 
wherever a candidate has knowledge 
of some specialty which would make 
him of value in some particular 
branch of the department, that he 
shall, if he desires, have an examina- 
tion in that branch in addition to a 
sufficient general examination, to. 
show that an appointment would be 
proper. This addition to the rule 
was caused by the Secretary's personal 
inspection of the examination papers 
of a man who had ‘been a swamp land 
commissioner in Missouri, who had 


land matters, and had published works 
on the subject which were acknowl- 
edged authority. He had entered a 
competitive examination for a clerk- 
ship in the Land Office and failed. 
The Secretary, knowing his standing, 
was much surprised. e had passed 
with a high grade on all land ques- 
tions, but failed on a number of 
minor matters of general information.
